Making a reverse autopatch call 


Dial the repeater number 937-6441. After about two rings the repeater will answer with “ Please Enter Code” enter 
reverse autopatch code (357) and it will say “Enter Autopatch Code”. Enter a (Star) *, the amateur’s speed dial 
plus ( Pound)# and it will call their callsign plus ring over the phone and air. If a radio operator answers with the 
reverse autopatch answer number, zero(0), the repeater will say “Call Connected” and the conversation can take 
place. If an amateur does not answer with in a few call outs, the repeater will tell you “No Answer’. After the reverse 
autopatch is completed, the radio operator hangs up with the autopatch termination number (#), just like a normal 
\utopatch.

Local Control: 


If you are in Dryden and want to turn on Link #1(Sioux Narrows), ID, you would then key up and enter (Star)*701. 
The repeater will give you a response “Link 1 ON”. Notice the (Star)* is for controlling when you are on that Local 
repeater. 


Distant Control: 


If you are in Kenora and want to see if Dryden is on the Link System, ID, “VE3XXX is querying Dryden”. Now key 
up and enter (Pound) #38. If you hear a steady dial tone, Dryden is connected, if there is no dial tone, you would then 
work your way backwards from Dryden by querying Sioux Narrows (Pound) #32 to see if Sioux Narrows is 
connected. If you hear a steady dial tone from Sioux Narrows, this means it is connected to Kenora. Sioux Narrows 
Link #3(Dryden) is turned Off and you must turn it on to connect Sioux Narrows to Dryden. Enter (Pound) #32(Sioux 
Narrows) and the dial tone will start. You now have 8 seconds to enter the control to turn on Link #3(Dryden) 703. If 
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you hear a “beep, beep” the control went through and Link #3(Dryden) is ON.
